W « observe from the printed reports on this 
subject that it is intended to commence a 
building to contain 150 beds, but se, we sup- 
pose, a8 to admit of future enlargement. ‘The 
cost is assumed at 6,000/.; and the farnishing 
at 2,0002 more. 1,583/. 15s. are subscribed upon 
the paper, and we have no doubt that other 
sums have been since received. There are 
many wealthy builders in and out of practice in 
the district, and connected with it, whom we 
would recommend to give their dole to this 
good work ; first, because of the charity itself ; 
and secondly, in a spirit of enlightened liber- 
ality; as promoting employment, and dissemi- 
nating, in the healthiest manner, those funds of 
which they are the fortunate recipients. The 
distribution of our worldly goods after this 
fashion has its hundred-fold return. We have 
mentioned the matter before to call the atten- 
tion of our young architects to the study of 
hospital designs. Men are apt to think lightly 
of the part which the architect performs in

If we can 
instil into our minds sentiments such as these, 
we shall not be long before we have our style 
in art. For it is high and holy feeling that 
guides the skilful pencil; a mere mechanical 
sense will confine us in the lowest prostra- 
tions, and in the mechanical and the mer- 
cenary we have been too long absorbed.

Sratistics.—There are upwards of three hun- 
dred houses unoccupied in the borough of Knares- 
borough, which contains a population of little more 
than 5,000 souls ; that is, supposing the number of 
occupants of each house to be five, it would give us 
1,000 houses, of which nearly every third is un- 
tenanted ; what a fearful state of things this presents 
to our notice. The general average was, as we 
stated in No. 7, for England, one house unin- 
habited to every eighteen inhabited, but this return 
for Knaresborough looks like a desertion of the 
place.
